The coroner’s record lists fourteen in- 
dustrial hazards causing accidental 
death. But the whizzing auto is more 
dangerous than suffocating gases, than 
burning metal, sudden explosions, elec- 
trocution or scalding water. The motor 
car is more fatal, statistics show, than 
the entire fourteen hazards. 

Industrial accidents, the chart shows, 
through the years have been cut down, 
until the total for the past decade reg- 
isters 2,981.
